THB UNIVERSAL DBO-ARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS was appnmsl by 
tbc Gcntrtl Axaot^y of the United Nations in ftuis, December IP, 1948. The yoK 
was 48 to 0, l^t 8 cmHurks fixMn voting. TIk Declaration is a staten^t 

of prlod|4a a]^XDvcd u a axwocm staotkrd of achkvemem for all pcofdes and aU 
nadem. It is ihk a treaty sikI thcre£«r imposes no l^al obligatKms. Indeed the 
ideals en^bodied in the Declaration are fiu m advance of aensd }>nctkc inmany f«m 
of the w^irld. 

The Declaration it a challenge to all mankind to promote wodd-wide tespea for 
(tuman rights and fundamtptal heedonu. The United States acrivcly mppewted the 
approval of die Declararicm Human Rights in d^ Gcnoal Asaembly in I^ris. . 

An Intenurional Covenant on Human Rights has been developed in the United 
Nariom. This is a draft treaty skI deals with certain ot the bask dvil ^ politkal 
rights tmabodkd in t^ Deciararion. This Covenant will be suNnittod to mdrwhaal 
countries foe ratification and will become legally binding tm the onmtiies whkh 
ratify k Tl^ Covoiant has not yet been consdered by the Senate tk" the United 
States.

Preamble stares that tbc people of the United States are the rulers of tht» 
country and that they arc esrabnihtng a form of govemnaent intended to achjcie 
goals which they themseJTes haw ftxmulatrd. Americans bdieve that insdtuooru of 
government are devised by man to serve man; not that man is a scfrant of 
government - 

State governments caisted befote the Constmition was adopted, and the Cdnsnni, 
pon Itself, in csrablishmg a Federal fonn of government, te a er v e d large powers far 
tbc States An Ameman atiam u a aaacn of a Statcas well as of the United States, 
and his relationship to the govcmnKnt of the Stateu sinulaf to his reladoiuhip to 
the Government pi the United Sacca This hex u implitxl in the Dedararion of 
Independence, We hold these truths to be adf-evMhrnt, that all men are (reared 
crpul, that they are endowed by their Creator with cemin inalienable Ri^o,

Servitude often replaced altvety, I^^de woe 
not owi^ other pet^ile, uid bot^t and apld Idee cattle, but lavn compelled 
them to woric hv others undl they had paid ddits whkfa tb^ owed. SdoKtifiies i 
loan sudered nusfQrtunc, and had to work tla rest of his life to pay a debc'^kl the 
jntetm on it / 

Since W(^ War I new forms slavery have been put into peaetke a eo^lUta^ 
ian countries.
